"Tis moſt true, that Sc011:nd4, compar'd

compare Scorland to them, it isa rich, flou- 
riſhing and plentiful Country. 

As to the Poverty there, 1 defire any 
Gentlemen but to enquire, what Ionce 
noted before, what two Gentlemen got at 
Edinburgh in about 10 Weeks, I mean, 
Mr #—s, and Mr. A—1; and if it be 
true, as 1 am told, and do believe, that 
theſe two Gentlemen carry'd away above 
1000 Guineas, gain'd in that Time, only 
for ſinging ax old Song , 1 preſume, the Po- 
verty i Scotland will very little appear 
from that Particular. | 

If at one of theſe Meetings, at which I 
was preſent, the Ladies there had on, be- 
fides their rich Cloths, $ocol. in Jewels, 
as 1 dare ſay, they had, and much more ; 
then Scotland is not quire fo deſpicable, 
as ſome People have taken up an Opini- 
on of. 

Pray, Gentlemen, therefore prepare to 
be inform'd, that Scotland is a Country very 
well worth Uniting with. The Addition of 
Scotland to the Britiſh Empire, in an united 
Pofture with England, and that Union, ex- 
tended in Heart and AﬀeCtions to the Sub- 
xs of both Kingdoms, will ſoon convince 
England and ail the World, of what mutu- 
al Advantage this Mattcr will be to the 
whole, and all the Parts, and how formi- 
dable it ſhall be to all the reft of the World 
t00. 

It remains then, that I enter into ſome 
Conſiderations neceflary between the King- 
doms, to endeavour to make way for that 
Union of AﬀeQion, which I think, is the 
immediate Concern of both ; and the 
Thought of which ſball teftifie for me my 
unfeign'd Deſire to be infirumental to the 
Good of both. 


If Tlire to ſee the Conclufion, the happy 
Concluſion of this Treaty, I purpoſe to pre- 
ſent you with a ſmall Diſcourſe, I have al- 
ready prepar'd on the Duty of each King- 
dom one to another, and their united Ca- 
pacity z, wherein I hope, from Obſervations 
of my own,colleftcd at my own Expence, to 
convince both Nations, bow much 'tis their 
Intereft to ftudy reciprocal As of Kinod- 
neſs and Neighbourhecd, engaging, wia- 
ning andobligiog one another, and the like; 
and perhaps may take the Liberty to ſtate 
ſome Particulars, which ſhall effe&ually en- 
able them to perivem it, and ſo to gain the 
AﬀeQions of the People of the reſpeQive 
Nations to one another, and both to the 
Government of the whole. 

What a Blefſed Alteration ſhall this be ! 
When all the Wars, Depredations, Inva- 
tions, Blood and Rapin of both Nations 
ſhall be turn'd iato mutual Courteſies, Ci- 
villities, Als of Kindneſs, Coallitions of 
Trade, Improvements of all Kinds, and 
mutual Aſiftance of one another ! When 
the wafted Borders ſhall grow populous, 
planted and improv'd? When the Har- 
bours ſhall be throag'd with Ships, Trade 

d new Centers, Manufatures encreaſe 
the People ftay at home, the People taſt 
Liberty and Plentyy and neither Zpbraim 
envy Fudab, nor Fud:ib vex Epbraim. 

! confeſs, I neyer ſaw theſe things in Pro- 
ſpett but now And tho' to me I ſee 
no Appearance of particular Advantage, 
who in all Turns bave the general Fae to 
be turn'd afide; yet I ſhall rejoice in the 

encral Goud, and defire no better an In- 
cription on my Grave, than that | was 
honour'd by the inviſible Hand of Provie 
dence, to be in the leaft Inſtrumental to 
ſo glorious a Work. 
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H E SubjeA of the Diſcourſe between
